5TUDY OF VENTILATION OF INTEREST 
TO STOCKMEN. 

SpcpmUj ul Cleanliness, Fresh Air 

and Su. .tight to Trocare the Best 

Results— System to He Used at Pin- 

American Exposition. 

The Pan-American Exposition will 
prove to be of more genuine benefit to 
those Interested In the proper care of 
live stock than any previous effort In 
this direction. Stable construction Is 
a question that appeals with great 
force to every farmer who Is anxious 
to secure good results. The question 
of expense is a great barrier to the 
proper building of this necesr^y. Un- 
fortunately some of the early examples 
of good stables were built by men of 
large means, regardless of what the 
cost might be. As a result practical 
farmers were slow to take the matter 
up, as the Idea of a properly construct- 
ed stable ltecame at once associated 
with great expense. 

One object of Mr. F. A. Converse, 
who bos charge of the live stock and 
dairy products at the Exposition, In 
building a model stable at the Exposi- 
tion Is to counteract this erroneous Im- 
pression. 

A properly constructed stable Is not 
necessarily an expensive one. Cleanli- 
ness, fresh air and sunlight, with a 
modulated temperature, may be ob- 
tained In a building of ordinary cheap 
construction If properly arranged. 

A light, cheap framework covered 
with paper which Is protected with a 
sheathing of very common boarding 
and covered with a good roof makes a 
very good start This should stand on 
ground that is well drained and ex- 
posed to the sunlight but protected 
from cold winds. The floor should be 
of cement and carefully designed to fa- 
cilitate cleanliness in every particular. 
Double doors, fly screens and dark 
blinds should be provided and made to 
fit properly. 

A system of ventilation should be 
provided that will ventilate. Anything 
will not do. By excluding the cold and 
the light ordinarily we also shut out 
the fresh air, without which no an- 
imal can thrive. Many stockmen are 
careful about the quality of the food, 
though careless about everything else 
in connection with the stable. In thi 9 
manner they are protecting their stock 
In one direction while leavtng them ex- 
posed In many others. 

Stable air Is devitalized by passing 
through the lungs. It Is also being con- 
taminated by chemical decomposition 
of the excrementum as well as the 
fumes nrlslng from the fermentation of 
damp bedding, etc. 

To thoroughly understand how to 
properly ventilate a stable It is neces- 
sary to study the circulation of air at 
changing temperatures, which Is gov- 
erned by fixed laws and may be easily 
understood. Warm air is lighter than 
cold air. Generally speaking, foul air 
is heavier than fresh pure air from the 
outside, even at the same temperature. 
Starting from this well known princi- 
ple, ventilation should be arranged ac- 
cordingly. Fresh air should be let In at 
the top and the foul air taken out at 
the bottom. 

By experimenting we find If we 
smoke a cigar in the middle of a room 



the fresh air In, the other, the King 
system, draws the foul air out. As 
Mr. Converse prefers the latter, that 
is the system be will demonstrate at 
the Exposition. 

It consists of an air stack with a 
hood, the opening of which Is turned 
away from the direction from which the 
wind is blowing. To this main air pipe 
are attached feeders from different 
parts of the stable. These feeders have 
slide openings to admit and carry off 
the foul air from near the floor at the 
sides of the stable. Fresh air is ad- 
mitted through a central opening in tbn 
roof. 

As the draft that Is created by the 
hcosled stack Is sufficient to draw the 
bottom air from the stable, fresh air 
must go down through the central 
opening to take its place, and a change 
of air is a certainty. To prevent the 
Intake from striking the animals too 
strong a shield is placed undeT the 
opening which assists in directing the 
flow of fresh air along the ceiling. In 
this manner it mixes with the warm 
air that naturally rises in the center 
of the stable, and all Is Intermingled 
and diffused. 

With a good stable well ventilated 
and good feed intelligently fed the 
winter care of stock should be profit- 
able as well as pleasant 

Epidemics have no bad effects on 
such stock, and a visit from the board 
of health has no unpleasant conse- - 
qnences for the owner.

Nor does this include all the 
lights that are to be used in the general 
ilium (nation of the Exposition, for on 
the Midway several concessions, such 
as the Thompson Aerie Cycle, Streets 
of Mexico and some others will use as 
many as 2,000 lights each. In the 
buildings and about the border of the 
grounds will be arc lights, while incan- 
descent lamps will also be used by 
many Individual exhibitors. Thus the 
figures 300,000 will be considerably In- 
creased. The illumination of the Elec- 
tric Tower is going to be not only as- 
tonishing and novel, but truly artistic. 

Automobile Exhibit. 

The automobile has won such favor 
that the construction of these vehicles 
has become one of the important new 
Industries of the world. In any new 
and prominent field like this the Unit- 
ed States, with its wealth of active in- 
ventive minds, is expected to take the 
lead. That this country does lead will 
be demonstrated by the exhibit made 
at the Pan-American Exposition.

Warsaw Said to Be a Volcano Which 
May Bant Out Any Time. 

The Berliner Correspondenz, which, 
after a series of articles showing that 
an uprising In German Poland was In- 
evitable this spring, suddenly became 
silent, has again renewed its attacks, 
this time dealing with statistics. In 
the meantime the police have been 
making elaborate investigations, par- 
ticularly in the province of AVest Prus- 
sia, and, although many arrests have 
been made, many books and papers in 
the Polish language have been confis- 
cated. The Correspondenz is astonish- 
ed that the authorities In Russian Po- 
land have not heeded their warning, 
for, according to this organ, Warsaw 
is nurturing a volcano which at any 
moment may set all central Europe 
afiame. The local court of Strassburg, 
in West Prussia, has ordered the con- 
fiscation of a photograph of which the 
following is part of the official descrip- 
tion : 

“The picture represents Christ sit- 
ting under the cross and lovingly con- 
soling a woman dressed in black and 
laden with chains, who is kneeling be- 
fore him. The flags lying beside the 
figure of Christ contain the dates of 
the three partitions of Poland, 1772, 
1703 and 1795. The dates 1794, 1830, 
1848 and 18G3, which are inscribed in 
large figures edged with white on the 
border of the woman’s skirt, refer to 
the four great Polish rebellions. The 
date May 3, 1791, is that of a promul- 
gation of the Polish constitution, etc. 
The legend, in Polish, “The moment of 
redemption is not yet come,’ also fig- 
ures In the picture.” 

According to the most recent anti- 
Polish article in the Correspondenz, 
Poles have not only increased in num- 
bers in the eastern provinces of Prus- 
sia, which once formed part of the 
Polish kingdom, but have established 
large Polish colonies In Silesia and in 
the west of Prussia. It declares that 
between 1890 and 1898 the Polish 
speaking population of Westphalia In- 
creased from 27,000 to 150,000, that of 
the Rhine provinces from 6,000 to 23,- 
000 and that of Silesia from 994,000 to 

1.023.000. The census of 1890 gave 

3.000. 000 as the number of Prussian 
subjects who spoke Polish as their na- 
tive language, while the recent census 
will probably show a great increase 
over this number. On the^ther hand, 
the paper pointB out that the German 
colonies in the Polish districts have 
gradually declined in strength and en- 
ergy and that, in many towns the ad- 
ministration of affairs is entirely in the 
hands of the Poles, who are thus able 
to devote the local funds to defraying 
the expense of teaching the Polish lan- 
guage in schools, which, designated as 
“private,” are in reality supported by 
the community. The paper places the 
number of Polish Nationalists at over 

100.000, while the Nationalist societies 
have increased in the last ten years 
from 300 to 994.

The Public Callows a Century Ago. 

Even if the bicycle bad been Invented 
a hundred years ago touring couhl 
hardly have become very popular— at 
all events, for solitary cyclists. The 
old guidebooks were by no means 
cheerful reading. A run from Loudon 
to East Grinstead, a distance of five or 
six and twenty miles, would Lave tak- 
en the wheelman past three gibbets, 
and it was just as likely as not that 
from one or the other of them a body 
would be swinging in the wind. 

Up till the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the gallows was almost 
as frequent a landmark as finger posts 
or public bouses Lave become uow. 
The traveler approaching York is di- 
rected by the guidebooks to “turn 
round by the gallows and three wind- 
mills,” and the road out of Durham is 
“between the gallows and Crokehill.” 
Going out of Wells you “cross the 
brook and pass by the gallows.” 

Any number of such directions can 
be gleaned from the old books for the 
guidance of travelers a hundred years 
ago, and as these interesting objects 
were put up and the dead bodies of 
malefactors left upon them for the 
special edification of footpads and 
highwaymen there was a suggestive- 
ness about them that must have given 
n special piquancy to cycle touring if it 
bad been in vogue at that time.— Lon- 
don News.

"It has been customary at Inaugura- 
tions,” says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record, “for 
the president or some friend to select 
the chapter at which he shall press 
his lips, passages that are particularly 
appropriate being chosen. That se- 
lected by Mr. McKinley to kiss when 
he took the inaugural oath In 1897 was 
unusually appropriate. It read: 

“ ‘Give me new wisdom and knowl- 
edge, that I may go out and come In 
before this people, for who can Judge 
this, thy people, that Is so great.’ 
“President McKinley not only se- 
lected this passage from the holy 
Scriptures because of Its remarkable 
appropriateness, but In his Inaugural 
address twice, at the beginning apd 
the end, acknowledged divine sover- 
eignty and Invoked the guidance of 
Omnipotent power. 

“The verse that Genera! Grant kiss- 
ed was equally appropriate and la 
found In the eleventh chapter of 
Isaiah, as follows: 

“ ‘And the spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, the spirit of coun- 
sel and might, the spirit of knowledge 
and the fear of the Lord. And shall 
make him of quick understanding in 
the fear of the Lord, and he shall not 
Judge after the sight of his eyes nor 
reprove after the hearing of his ears.’ 
"The verse that President Hayes 
kissed was accidental and proved to 
be prophetic: 

“ ‘His enemies encompassed him like 
bees, but he would not destroy them.’
